Mrs. Crombarger and one other supplying Fire-mitts to this Department of the Mint 
desired me to draw your attention to the rise in price of the goods they employ for making the 
mitts, stating that there scarcely any remained that could be called profit. Knowing the general 
fact of the rise in price of all dry goods, in fact the very considerable rise in some goods, and that 
the price heretofore paid them was only moderately profitable, viz. 50¢ pr. pair, I respectfully 
suggest that the price be raised a little, say to 65¢.
